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Volunteer Communications Exercise Brings 7 Agencies, 8 ARES(R) Groups, State Emergency 


Mgt & Federal/Distant Volunteers Together 
by Gordon Gibby KX4Z 


Whirlwind Boom 2021 Exercise spanned 2 hours on Friday evening, 
March 19, 2021. Six governmental agencies, one NGO, eight county- 
based ARES(R) groups, the SHARES Southeast Regional Net, and more 
than three dozen individuals across 13 states registered for participation, 
making this likely the largest volunteer emergency communications exer- 
cise in Florida. HSEEP-consistent, it served portions of the FEMA 32 na- 
tional Core Competencies, with 7 major Objectives under test. From the 
very beginning, input was solicited from the Section leadership of three 
ARRL Sections. It was further positively reviewed by ARRL national emer- 
gency management director Paul Gilbert KESZW. 


Organized Chaos: Over 120 "injects" were provided to participants 
through 99 sealed envelopes delivered to groups, and encrypted messag- 
es to late- and out-of-state volunteers. As 7PM arrived, no one knew 
what would happen in the next two hours. But simulated building col- 
lapses, fires, explosions, power outages, and worse awaited the volun- 
teers. And participants had to deal with the usual real problems that 
beset their stations, families and circumstances in the course of normal 
events. 


A parking-lot-full of deployed trailers/vehicles was part of the associated Florida Baptist Disaster Relief new 
volunteer training. The comms trailer is at the far right.

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County leaders were asked to create the bare minimums of an individual county plan for communications. Great 
training opportunity to raise up new leaders, generated hours of discussion in some counties. Multiple resulting plans 
were published in advance, allowing others to learn from their work. Flagler EM provided a professionally written 
HSEEP ExPlan. Multiple county emergency managers took advantage of this Exercise to use it for training of their coun- 
ty volunteers, to build stronger relationships and better understanding of requested emergency procedures — some 
asking for specific "injects" and others overlaying their own county exercise on top. 


Weeks of work by groups and volunteers (many raised by Wayne Robertson K4WK of American Red Cross) included 
new antennas, radios, and many questions in email and through two live zoom conferences. 


Emphases: Structured reporting of status/issues/requests. ICS and other formats encouraged. Lots of options pro- 
vided, including blank and filled-in examples, designed to get reporting aligned with modern response databases. 


Interoperability: It's more than just frequencies! The exercise brought together into one complete system VHF voice 
nets, state-wide HF Resource & Command nets, new PSK-net, peer to peer options, HF WINLINK, SHARES voice net, 
and SHARES WINLINK Thanks to Ross Merlin of SHARES HQ, the 60-meter interoperability channel was supported and 
actually utilized. Volunteers of all stripes were on the air and working together, a key goal. 


Comms Success: Despite accidental, equipment-maladjustment, and intentional malicious interference on the 7 MHz 
band, and the usual propagation issues, participants moved an incredible 339 total messages. Local VHF nets moved 
the most traffic, short status reports; then HF systems moved aggregate data at EM request (simulated or physically 
present) to State. Many volunteers succeeded at traditional survivor messaging, and WINLINK systems were heavily 
used, so much so that one county indicated the ham-RMSs were jammed and they relied completely on SHARES RMSs. 
Robert Little, of FDEM was swamped with 53 incoming traffic, but managed to get 31 responses out — and had great 
constructive criticism in the zoom "hotwash" afterwards attended by >20. We'll work on better instructions and 
better understanding by the volunteers, who got mixed up on several items. 


Volunteer voice and data net controls did outstanding work, including the SHARES volunteers who also covered the 60- 
meter interoperability frequency. Dave Davis WA4WES was indefatigable in finding new volunteers and Florida net 
managers were heavily involved. Recently trained Sandy Allison 

did a superb effort on the Command Net and reported it wasn't 


difficult at all, ready for more! ——eE— re 


Evaluation during the zoom hotwash yielded 4 pages of notes. 12 = 
entries were received via the Google anonymous eval form: 58% 
rating the exercise "good" and 42% as "excellent" on 5-point 
scale. Responses noted a need for more licensees with SHARES 
capabilities, more involvement by Section leadership, adding a 20- 
meter net and better-defined assignments for out-of-state partici- 
pants, stronger utilization of voice nets, and possibly switching 
from PSK31 to broadcast modes that include some forward error 
correction. The written responses were thoughtful and in general 
very positive, with some clearly wishing this kind of exercise 
would be more widely repeated. 


Next: A complete After Action Report/ Improvement Plan in 
HSEEP format will be forthcoming with grading of each Exercise 
Objective. That document will also include key technical details 
of how the entire effort was carried out, aiming to make it easier 
to be replicated by others. Certificates of participation are also in 
the works.

an informative program on choosing appropriate equip- 
ment for base and mobile operation. He covered starter, 
mid-level and luxury transceivers along with accessories 
needed for a good station. 


Good turnout with around fifty sellers at the Jacksonville Radio FREE Flea on March 27th. Thanks to more morning cloud cov- 
er, the unseasonable 90 degree heat didn't arrive until afternoon. My experience with these types of outdoor gatherings is 
that when the low 80s arrive, crowds dissipate rapidly. 


Next is the Jacksonville FREE Hamfest on October 30th. Several have inquired about restoring the usual 11AM auctions. The 
auction should return in October. 


During Spring 1957 at a lively backyard gathering of hams on Chaseville Rd. in Jacksonville, a dozen or so gathered around a 
table. One person was playing his newest electronic gadget, a small reel tape recorder. This was before cassettes and about 
the same time that cheap imported transistor AM radios began to flood American store shelves. The Space Age was building 
up steam and Sputnik 1 would soon go on the pad. 


As meat sizzled on a barbecue grill, the tape machine blared snippets of revelers past conversations recorded off the air. Poor- 
ly-regulated tape speed pushed one listener, identity unknown, at the wing ding to remark that they sure sounded wacky. 


The Wacky Wing Ding Society became an alternative to the Jacksonville Amateur Radio Society which some felt suffered from 
long meetings and excessive attention to detail. Various WWD members rotated hosting meetings and the new group intro- 
duced its certificate for any operator contacting at least seven Jacksonville hams 


But being billed as the Wacky Wing Ding Society did not help when participating in public service events or promoting local 
ham radio's capabilities. In 1960 the group became the North Florida Amateur Radio Society. For a year or two, they used 
both WWD internally and NOFARS for external purposes. By 1963 WWD, both the name and certificate, had disappeared until 
NOFARS resurrected the certificate in 1975 with an updated Jacksonville skyline view replacing the original mid-1950s pho- 
to. A weekly ten meter WWD net premiered to encourage local and out-of-town operators to collect the required seven con- 
tacts to qualify. A few years later, VHF net sessions were added. 


NOFARS still offers its Wacky Wing Ding certificate to those contacting at least seven WWD stations. Over 1,200 have been 
issued. Contacts can be on any Amateur Radio band or mode. The HF net meets at 7pm on 28.390 MHz. followed by the VHF 
session on the 146.7 W4IZ repeater at 8pm. See http://jaxradio.net/wwd.html
